A oomq^dent ef the Detrelt Fnt Ptu% 
thus deioribes the Demlalen Cepital:— 
The yeen oen almeet be oented ea the 
fiogere ef twe heads thet here elapsed sinoe 
the dey when e mep ef the Britisb Peases- 
lions In North Ameiioe wes spread ont fer 
the Inipeotien ef Her Msjiety Vlsterle, by 
the Oreoe ef Oed Qaeen ef Greet Britain 
end Ireland end Empreaa of Indie. The 
engnit lady had bera left the lelaotioD 
of a oapitaf fer the Dominien of Canada. 
Mindful ef the mutual amUtlena and jial- 
ouiles of the great oitlei ef this Ametloan 
realm—Mentreal, Toronto, Kingston and 
Qiebeo—ihe dropped her finger on a point 
on the map that seemed to her the best 
oompromiie between the four, and which 
was the janotien of three rlrers, 

" What Is there! ' she is said to hare 
asked. 

“ The little hamlet of Bytewn, your Maj¬ 
esty.” 

“ Let that be the capital of my Canadian 
deminleni,” 

So spoken so done. Bat there were many 
who mocked the regal selection. A capital 
removed from the center of population, In 
a howling wilderness and on a stream with 
Impeded navisatlon, Bytewn seemed fo have 
ne futnre. But time demonstrated the wis¬ 
dom ef Vietoria’i choice. Bytewn, now 
Ottawa, has grown to ue net only an Im- 
I portant, but a very busy olty. It Is lecat- 
' «d on that great artery, the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic. It pesiestei an uuninally beautiful 
location, and is fast becemlns a noted plea¬ 
sure resort. From the tenon ef the royal 
finger Ottai|a sprang by magic from a strag¬ 
gling bamlet to a handsome olty ef more 
tnan 30.000 eeulSi 

At first light the capital ef the consolid¬ 
ated Canadas has a decided tendency to 
make a person tired. The viclnaee of the 
Canadian Fsoific depot is especially weari¬ 
some. It has all the apmaranoe of a back¬ 
woods lumber town. The buildings are 
roughly knocked together and daubed with 
different pigments. The city seems to end, 
after twe blocks of this. In an abrnpt high 
bluff. But it is after the ascent ef this bluff 
that the city proper breaks upon the obser¬ 
ver, a thing of exceeding boanty. New as 
it Is, there is no prettier Canadian city. It 
may be said that the streets are altogether 
too narrow, and that there is tee frequent 
an attempt to architecturally aggrandise 
itnfiy little buildings. 

The Parliament buildings Stand on an 
imposing bluff on the south bank ef the Ot¬ 
tawa River. The location is admirable and 
commanding. They front on Wellington 
street, one of the city's principal thereugh- 
fares, and at the back look out upon the ex¬ 
panse of the Ottawa River from the RIdeau 
te the Cbandtere Falls, The architecture 
of the building Offers frem that ef any 
structure In the United States of like char¬ 
acter. The dfslgn la Italian Gothic, and 
the material used In their cenatmetion Is 
cream-color autd red sanditene. They oeit 
$3.0C0,000, ind furnish a very elaborate 
and oemmedleas headquarters fer the gov¬ 
ernment of 5,000,000 of people. The build¬ 
ings, which Include the departmental offices, 
occupy three sides ef a iquare and lace a 
principal street ef the city.. The RIdeau 
Canal rnna tbreugh a series of looks at one 
side of the grounds. 

In the pretty suburb of New Edinburgh, 
aoreii the RIdeau River, is the home of the 
Governor General, RIdeau Hall, whence the 
Marquis ef Lanidewne administers the 
’ovemment as the viceroy ef Victoria. 1 he

And it ia frem raoegnitlen ef this' 
fact in ena united effort that Canada la de¬ 
riving so grsat a benefit. Than Captain, 
Clark, new in charge ef the Agricultural 
Court, there can be no better sutbority en 
this point, and he ampbatloally says;— 
“ The fact that we exhibit our agricultural 
prednota as one Dominion rather than aa 
Isolated Previnoea la a great point, 'Wa, 
don’t spread the whole ever so maoy oenrts 
as anr fiiendi tha Australians have done, 
All cmestion of jealousy between Province 
and Province, district and district* Is entire¬ 
ly dene away with, end we present a solid 
front. Ne mattsr regarding what Province 
Inquirers want information, I can point my 
explanations with the prednota of every 
part, from eastern Prince Edward Island to 
the aistant Vancouver.” 

The visitors te the A^onltural Court 
fall, according to Captain Clark, into one ef 
the following classes:—Those having 
relatives and friends in Canada, thoie 
about to emigrate, the Investing class, and 
the commercial class. To the first class, 
these having friends in Canada, many visi¬ 
tors belong, and they all have reports of 
these in the new land. As a whole, these 
reports are so far satisfactory, as shewing a 
strong liking for the natural oonditiens 
of Canada, and a faith In their own fu¬ 
ture independence. That there should 
be no unfavorable reports would be as 
unnatural as to imagine that every set¬ 
tler who leaves the British shores la 
sailed te the new life. This, how¬ 
ever, Captain Clark finds from ex¬ 
perience since be has been In Euglanu; 
that te follow up unfavorable reports 
with cure, tracing the career of the 
settler at home, ia generally to learn 
that he was and ia at best indlSerent to 
good honest work, and altogether unlikely 
to succeed in any country and under any 
ciroumstanoes. As to the second class of 
visitors, the benefits ef the display are di 
reotly apparent in the many Inquiries for 
literature and, what Is still more sought 
after, personal information. London does 
net, of course, in itself supply an emigrating 
class of the most promising kind, and were 
it not a gathering place fer all people of all 
grades, the result of the Exhibition in this 
respect might not be as desirable as It 
promises to be. And this cosmopolitan 
feature ef the great metropolis will be more 
than ever strikingly represented next month 
when the apeoial railway arrangements

The city, new the seat of Britidn’s Amer- 
ioac domain, may yet see Itself the capital 
ef a mighty rival of our own greatest gov¬ 
ernment on earth. The Canadian Pacific 
has opened np to her an empire of timber, 
coal, grazing and grain country. It has 
already knit the people ef Canada into a 
harmonious whole.
